LONDON, June 12.—Shaving in 


the days 
before Christ was not 


such a painful operation as some 
modern day people would think, 
if some remarkable antique finds, 
including a wonderfully preserved 
razor 
blade 
found near the old 


Roman Camp at Ham Hill, 
near 


Yeovil, England, bear out. the ex- 
perts" claims as to their origin and 
antiquity. 


The blade, which is of iron, is 


mounted in modern fashion, with 
the joint-pole pin between blade 
and tang, on a bone handle, carved 
with a dot and circle ornamenta- 
tion, and is certainly of great age.

include a bronze mounted dagger, 
a fine specimen of, Roman armor, 
the cuirass of which conslts of 
over 300 scales of bronze and is 
estimated to belong to the period 
of 350 A. D., and many human re- 
mains.

A Lesson In Religious Tolerance 


C 


OMMENTING upon the effects of the creation of the 


Irish Free State and the present conditions in Ire- 


land Mark Sullivan, in the New York Tribune, says that, 
whereas it had always been thot that giving Ireland 
independence would mean a revival of religious persecu- 
tion, nothing of the kind has happened. 
There was a 


momentary outburst of sectarian passion in 
Hollast, 


where the" Protestant workers in the shipyards drove out 
the Catholics. "But Protestant Judges dealt so severely 
with Protestant ruffians, that, the Catholics were reas- 
sured. 
In the same way the Protestants in the North 


were reassured by the complete absence of religious in- 
tolerance in the Catholic South." 


There is less religious intolerance in the whole ot 


Ireland today, says Mr. Sullivan, than in those parts of 
the United States where the K u . K l u x Klan is strong. 
For example, in Oregon legislation has been enacted 
which actually prevents Catholics from having their own 
schools, under any circumstances. . 


Yet this is "the land of the free." 
But no land can 


be free where religious intolerance rules. If the Irish 
people, who have suffered so much from religious quar- 
rels, have learned tolerance, what of Americans, in 
whose past history religious intolerance left a black 
chapter? 
Are we again to suffer from this evil? 
Or 


shall we show the world that we can do as well as the 
Irish people are doing in letting each man worship as his 
conscience dictates? 


Gary And The Church Militant 


TVHE churches refuse to be buncoed by Judge Gary. 
1 
When that gentleman, acting as spokesman for the 


American Iron and Steel Institute, reported that it was 
impracticable at this time to abolish the 12-hour day and 
elaborated the decision with a pious dissertation on the 
Bible, together with his unreserved approval of religion 
as a paying proposition, he was, obviously, propitiating 
the church people. 


To their lasting credit, the churches have spurned 


the Gary flattery, rejected the institute's finding, indig- 
nantly repudiated the smug observations that the 12-hour 
day is not deterimental to employes, physically, mentally 
or'morally, and riddled the insincerity of the entire re- 
port.It is a powerful protest the churches have tiled. 
Authorized by council and commissions of various sects, 
it expresses the sentiment 
of 50,000,000 Protestants, 


Catholics and Jews. It is too impressive a condemnation 
to be ignored or flouted. 
Nor is it likely that the steel 


corporation in this instance will undertake a demurrer 
by assailing the character of the churchmen who have 
prepared this judgment, as they did in the case of the 
Inter-church investigation. 
s 
' The 12-hour day is doomed. Its demise is hastened 


by this verdict and'challenge of the church militant. 
Further, the church, in engaging in a fight for economic 
justice "with such a powerful adversary as the United 
States Steel Corporation, is doing something that will ap- 
peal to the imagination of the nonchurch public. In re- 
cent years the church has been so immersed in negation, 
its battle cry has been such a long succession of dont's, 
that its prestige has been seriously impaired. The con- 
structive effort it is making as the enemy of a barbarous 
economic practice is evidence that the churches still 
possess virility and courage.

**pHE NEW YORK SUN says that a survey of sevcnty- 
1 
five American cities shows them to have spent $800,- 


000 in municipal advertising during the last year, and 
that they may be expected to spend $3.000.000 during 
the coming one, is one of the more startling revelations 
made in the convention of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs.Charles H. Field, who makes this report, says that 
the town of New Bedford was led to invest $100.000 in 
the motion picture "Down to the Sea in Ships"—a cir- 
cumstance which is all the more indicative of the trend 
of modern advertising from the fact that New Bedford 
today subsists upon the ordinary and unromanlic busi- 
ness'oi cotton milling; while the motion picture concerns 
itself wholly with that much more colorful, but almost 
completely vanished pa?t of the whaling days.
